GRASSHOPPER MENACE 


War-like preparations are going 
ahead in Southern Alberta to ward 
off a prospective plague of grasshop- 
pers. A map of the south, prepared 
jointly by the Provincial and Federa! 
Departments of Agriculture, shows in 
colors the divisions where trouble is 
expected and also the degree of in- 
tensity. Warm, dry weather, so badly 
needed for seeding, will be propitious 
for grasshopper hatching, 

Farmers are asked to make a care- 
ful examination of roadsides, head- 
lands and weedy or abandoned fields, 
and to report discovery of hoppers 
immediately to their municipal secre- 
tary. Expert advice suggests no sow- 
ing of stubble land in threatened 
areas. An extensive poison campaign 
will be conducted if danger develops.

Issued by Department of Agriculture | 


May 22nd, 1936 


In the southern districts and north 


to Red Deer, seeding has continued 
with little interruption during the past 
two weeks.

DOMESTIC WHEAT PRICE IN 
GREAT BRITAIN 


In the British House of Commons 
Hon. Mr. Elliott, Minister of Agricu!- 
ture, stated that there would be no 
change in the standard price of Bri- 
tish grown wheat during the current 
year. This price works out to ap- 
proximately $1.40 per bushel (Cana- 
dian funds). Some effort has been 
made to have the government of Gt 
Britain increase the limit of 48,000,- 
000 bushels as the basis on which de- 
ficiency payments are made. The Bri- 
tish wheat grower sells his wheat at 
the market price and the government 
makes up the difference to the amount 
of the minimum.

Further analysis of several tables of figures scattered through Major, 
de Lorimer’s article show that the total bonded debt chargeable to the | 
people of the three prairie provinces is $1,470,850,067 of which $915,648,966 
represents dead weight debt for which payment must be made out of pub- | 
lic taxation levied on the people of these three provinces. | 

Allocating these debts to the three individual provinces, every man, | 
woman and child in Manitoba is pledged in a total of $871.69 or for dead- 


weight debt, $533.16 Saskatchewan's per capita share of total debt is 
$186.66 or $255.41 for dead weight debt and every individual in Alberta is | 
pledged for a total debt of $835.70 and for debt payable out of taxation 
$419.53, and it must not be forgotten that these figures do not include pri- 
vate capital invested in small domestic enterprises. Multiply these figures 
by four and a fraction and the indebtedness of the average family is re- | 
vealed, if Major de Lorimer’s figures are unimpeachable. 

Major de Lorimer lays the blame for this condition of affairs at the 


doors of the Federal and provincial governments as well as the municipali- 


ties and school authorities of each province, stating that this huge burden 
is attributable to over-borrowing and not to Canada's participation in the} 
Great War 

Thers in be no gainsaying the implied corollary that Canada is over- 
governed when it is remembered that a population of 10,376,786 people 
(1981 census) must pay for the privilege of a Dominion House of Commons 
consisting 245 representatives and nine provincial legislatures consist- 
ing of another 509 legislators It is not alone the cost of upkeep of so 
many legislative institutions which has plunged the people into such heavy 
indebtedness but the expenditures which so many representatives have been! 
expected to authorize to ensure a place in the sun for their respective con-!

That th untry has more government than the population warrants 
can be understood when it is pointed out that there is a representative in 
the Canadian House of Commons for every 42,354 persons as compared 
with one for every 74,909 of population in the British House of Commons 
and when to this is added representation in the provincial legislatures aver- 
aging one for every 113,762 of population, the expense of government is 
altogether disproportionate to the population and its ability to pay.
